" I F I H AD only know n!” This is

cer of the breast. In most cases this 
tragedy could have been avoided.

Too often 
some simple condition is neglected, 
something due to a trival and ap­ 
parently unimportant cause. 


I am more confident that if every 
one were fam iliar with the signs 
of this disease, many Jives could be 
saved. A great deal of unnecessary 
pain could be avoided. Most of the 
serious effects of cancer occur as a 
result of ignorance. The sufferer ap 
plies for treatment when it is too 
late. 


Cancer of the breast is found in 
women of all ages. It is especially 
encountered 
in 
those 
woo have 
borne children. This is because of 
the inflammations, infections and 
irritations of the breast to which 
nursing mothers are subjected. 


Danger Signals 


I cannot overstate 
the impor 
tanto of 
accepting 
any growth, 
swelling, pain or discomfort of the 
breast as a danger signal. Of course, 
it is probably the result of conges 
tion or a mild inflammation. 
But 
this should be determined by the 
Physician who is familiar with dis 
turbances of the breast. 
Often a small tumor or growth 
in the breast may he completely re­ 
moved by a simple 
incision. 
At 
limes the growth is an innocent 
noncancerous form of trouble. But 
if left alone, it may rapidly grow 
and ultim ately become cancerous 
When a growth is of a cancerous 
nature the operation is more radi­ 
cal. In a severe 
case the entire 
breast may need to be removed, as 
well as all adjacent glands. Though 
this may sound terrible, it is in re­ 
ality I simple thing when perform- 
Mi by a competent surgeon. 
The operation assures 
the 
pa­ 
tient of complete eradication of 
the cancerous cells. Perhaps it n ill 
be followed by a special form of X- 
ray treatment. This treatment may 
be given over a prolonged period 
of time. When surgery and 
x ray 
are combined, the victim is likely 
to be assured of no recurrence of 
the dreaded disease.
